AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF FARMERS BRANCH, TEXAS,
AMENDINGTHE COMPREHENSryE ZONING ORDINANCE OF
THE CITY OF FARMERS BRANCH, TEXAS, BY GRANTING A
SPECIFIC USE PERMIT TO ALLOW AN AUTOMOBILE
RESTORATION FACILITY, WITH SPECIAL EXCEPTIONS TO
I..A,NDSCAPING AREA AND PARKNG SPACE REQUIREMENTS,
II)CATED AT 13211 BEE STREETAND WITHINTHE PT^A,NNED
DEVEI-OPMENT NI]MBER 70, GENERAL BUSINESS (PD-70, OFB-GB)
ZONING DISTRICT; PROYIDING FORA SEVERABILITY CI-AUSE;
PROVIDING A PENALTY OF FINE NOT TO EXCEED THE SUM OF
TwO THOUSAND ($2,000.00) DOLI-ARS; PROYIDING FOR
INJUNCTIVE RELIEF; AND PROVIDING FOR AN EFFECTIVE DATE.

WHEREAS, the City of Farmers Branch deems it necessary, for the purpose of promoting the

health, safety, morals, or general welfare of the City to enact a new zoning ordinance; and

WHEREAS, the City Council has appointed a Planning and Zoning Commission to recommend the

boundaries of the various original zonng districts and appropriate reguladons be enforced theretrr

and to recommend a new zoning ordinance to amend the Comprehensive Zoning Ordinance; and

WHEREAS, the Planning atd Zonmg Commission has divided the City into drstricts and has

prepared regulations pertaining to such distncs in accordance with a comprehensive_ plan and

iestgned to [".r.n congestion in the streets; to secure safety from fue, panic, and other dangers; to

p.oilot" health, generat welfare; to provide adequate ligfrt and aic to prevenl the overcrowding of
tnd; to aooid Ldue concentrati;n of population; to facilitate the adequate provision of
transportation, water, sevrerage, schools, parks, and other public requirements; and

WHEREAS, the Planning and Zonng Commission, has given reasonable consideradon, among

other things, the characterof the districts and their peculiar suitability for particular-uses, with a view

to conse;ng the value of buildings and encouraging the rnost appropdate use of land drroughout

the Crty; and

WHEREAS, the Planning zrrtd Zonng Commrssion of dre City of Farmers Branch and th-e City of
Farmers Branch City Council in compliance with the Chaner and Code of Ordinances of the City

of Farmers Branch, and the state law with reference to the granting of changes to the zoning

classifications under the Zoning Ordinance Regulations and Zoning Map, have given the requisrte

notices by publication and otherwGe, and after holding due hearings and affording.a full and falr

heanng to all property owners generally, and to dle persons interested and situated in the affected

un id in *,e ;ii"iry thereof, the goveming body of the City of Famers Branch is of the opfrion
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that due to a change in condition and in order to protect the public health, welFare atrd safety, said
change in zoning should be made;

NOw' THEREFORE, BE IT ORDNNED BYTHE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF
FARMERS BRANCH,TEf,AS:

SECTION 1, That all matters stated in dre preamble are found to be true and correct and are

incorporated herein as if copied in dreir errtirety.

SECTION 2. That the C,omprehensive Zoning Ordinance of the City of Farmers Branch, Texas,
be, and the same is hereby amended, by amending the Zoning Map of the City of Farmers Branch so
:ts to grant a Specific Use Permit for an automobile restoration facility, with special exceptions to
landscaping ar@ zurd parking space requirements, located at 13211 Bee Street and within the
Planned Developm<rt No. 70 (OFRGB) zoning district

SECTION 3. That the above described property shall be used only in the matrner and For the
purpose provided by the Comprehensive Zoning Ordinance of the City of Farmerc Branch as herein
amended by the granting of a Specific Use Permig with special excepdons to landscaping area and
parking space requiremens, md approva.l of an asso&ted site plan for an automobile restoradon
facility, in accordance with the approved site plan attached hereto as Exhibit 'A' and incorporated
herein by reFerence, subiect to dre folloraring condition:

The proposed facility shall operate in strict compliance with the plan of operation, file-dated

July 25, 2000, attached hereto as Exhibit "B", and incorporated herein by reference.

SECTION 4. That any person, firm or corporation violatng any of the provisions or terms of tris
ordinance shall be subject to the same p6dty as provided for in the Comprehensive Zoning
Ordinance of the City of Farmers Branch, and upon conviction shall be punishable by a fine not to
exceed the sum of Two Thousand Dollars ($2,000.00) for each offense.

SECTION 5. If any section, paragraph, subdivision, clause, phrase or provision of this ordinance

shall be iudged inva.lid or tnconstitutional the same shall not affect &e validity of &is ordinance as

a whole or any portioo thereof other than that portion so decided to be invalid or unconstitutional.

SECTION 7. ln addition to and accumulative of all other penalties, the Crty shall have &e right to
seek injunctive relief for any and all violations of this ordinance.

SECTION 8. This ordinance shall ta.ke effect immediately from and after its passage as the law in

such case provides.

we are corvette restoration specialists, which attracts a higher echelon of clientele than

otler auto-related businesses. The business wilt employ three or four persons.

This restoration includes repair and/or upgrade of painq fiberglass, interiors, accessories,

coovertible tops, zuspensions, shocks, brakes, ball joints, spindles, wheels, carpets, door panels,

seats, door handles. We also provide services which include cleaning xad dglailing cars, frame

straightening aod new non-engine parts. Our services do not include the sale of motor

vehicles.

Any ovemight storage ofvehicles will be inside the building. Discarded or salavaged

materials, junk vehicles or vehicle parts will be stored inside the building or picked up for

immediate disposal.

Of the sirteen parking spaces available, three or four will be used by employees and

the remaining twelve or thirteen will be available for customers.

Materials for painting and fiberglass will be
stored in the fireproof paint booth. All pioaucts used will meet VOC requirements by law- Paint
and materials are ordered for individuJ cars and are kept on hand only in small quantities. Paint

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and waste materials are returned to and disposed of by the esmFany from which they were
purchased. The King spray booth meets OSHA rcquirements for containment of chemical
and paint fumes.

Body work will consist of fiberglass repair, which involves gnnding the damaged area,
mixing resin and hardener together into the fiberglass mattening orr the damaged areas, tlen
grinding those areas smooth. This fiberglass work will be done is a special area in the painting
booti. The only other body work done will be the bolting and attachment of auto accessories.

There will be no fuel draining and no electrical work on the premises. All engine repairs
are sent to Dave Johnson at The Corvette Shop at 9721243-3033.
